" MAKE THEIR OWN LIGHT

Among the most remarkable of all natufe's
phenomena 1s the marvelous lght-glving power
of many of our common plants and animels, ob-
gerves the New York American.

Under certaln conditions nasturtiums, sunflow-
ers, dahlins, tuberoses and yellow lilies may he
geen to glow with & soft radiance, varying in
calor and Intensity. Only those flowers that have
an sbundance of yellow or orunge shudes exhibit
this phosphorescence. The best time to sea the
light is after dark, but often Intermittent and
flrshing

Often In the early fall the ground will be {1
luminated by the glow from the dead leaves. The
Australlun poppy ls the most remarkable of all
the luminous plants, for it has been found to
send out a light of its own of quite noted bril-
Naney.

Mushrooms *growing on decayed wood often
have n degree of brilllaney that, when Lhey are
placed ou a newspaper, will enable one to read
the words in their vieinlty with no other light,
One species of mushrooms In Australin, 16 Inches
in diameter, was of such brillinncy that, seen from
a digtanes, it Hght frightensd the natives.

More interesting than the luminous plants are
the luminous animals. The Pacific coast, famous
for {ts many curions specimens of plant and ank
mal life, is the home of many of them.

Of all these, the nscldians are most noteworthy.
One of them, the pyrosoama, was seen first us &
blaze ad big as & bucket. When captured It was
found to be a foot Jong and open st one end, at
which there was a falot light When touched the
light at once blazed forth into a vivid sllver phos-
phorescence. One of the animals kept in & dark
room furnished epough lUght for the reading of

Muany lumlnous frogs have been discovered
from time to time, and any (rog may be made
luminous by Iooculating it with certain bacteria
which produce this phenomonon,

Many theorles have heen brought forward to
explain the phenomenon of luminosity, but as yet
very lttle 18 kpown mbout, In many instanees,
such as the cases of dead leaves or decayed wood,
luminosity I8 evidently dus to fungous growth,
but in other eases, where no growth can be seen,
the riddle remnains unsolved along with many
other marvels of nature.

Then the colony regains composure and we see on
every side the lovely algrette—perhaps the most
exquisite orpsment displayed by any bll‘d—tl_]l!w
played In nll its living beauty, displayed as Na-
ture meant it to be shown. And what a lovely
show it 18! As mate meets mate, the lovely train
of plumes of eéach i raised and spread in greeting,
to hover like a cloud of frosted gossamer above
the back, scintillating ans the feathers shnke and
tremble with life's pasgion.

Ags yet these birds bave learnt no fear of man;
they crowd the branehes all sround am, quietly
returning to brood upon thelr nests not 20 yards
from where we stand. To shoot them down would
be slmost as onsy as to dispateh a farmyard roost.
Fortunate indeed it is that this colony is natural-
ly protected by a great encircling belt of utter
wilderness, trunckless nnd almost untrodden save
by the few keepers who guard its big game on
the sportsman’s behalf. Here the birds hnve—of
late, ut least—heen left to breed in peace. No
plume hunter has dared to penetrate thelr sanctu-
ary; but one shudders to contemplate the day,
which one hopes may never dawn, when, through
lax contral by the overlord the plumassiers shall
at Inst break through and steal. It Is unneces-
gary, 1 think, to draw a ploeture of the awful
glaughter of that day; the pliea of mutiated
bodies with the wings torn off; the hapless young
ones left to stirve miseiably to death. Such are
the Incldents esmmon to the pillage of any egret
nurgery, and those who wish to read of them may
do so in the pamphlets of the Royal Soclety for
the Protection of Birds,? Suffice It here that the
gurest, indeed, the only, way to obviate such
peenes of slaughter 18 for women to cease to dec-
